In an announcement made jointly 
by both companies it was learned that 
Sprague Electric has purchased the 
magnetic component and filter pro¬ 
duct lines of the Hycor Division of the 
International Resistance Company of 
Philadelphia. Penns\ lvania. 

Sprague will take over the manu¬ 
facture of the various Hycor product 
lines including magnetic amplifiers: 
saturable reactors; high frequency 
electronic power transformers; tor- 
roids; decade inductors; low-pass and 
precision band-pass filters for com¬ 
munication. telephone and sound re¬ 
cording applications, telemetering fil¬ 
ters; and broadcast and sound re¬ 
cording propane equalizers, which 
were formerly made by the IRC! 
Division of its Sylmar, California 
plant. 

Manufacturing equipment, tools, 
test equipment, engineering drawings, 
and parts inventories are being trans¬ 
ferred to our L T nion Street plant in 
North Adams, and to our branch 
plant in Visalia, California. The 
new products will be sold under 
Sprague trademark. 

The IRC-Hycor Division will con¬ 
tinue its manufacturing operations 
on precision resistors which were not 
involved in the sale.

ROBERT C. SPRAGUE LOOKS 
OPTIMISTICALLY AT 1959 


According to Board Chairman and 
Treasurer Mr. Robert C. Sprague, 
the beginning of a new year finds both 
Sprague Electric and the electronics 
industry in a considerably more op¬ 
timistic mood than was the case early 
in 1958. At that lime, our business 
was headed downward rather rapidly 
under the impact of the developing 
recession in the general economy, as 
well as some special factors related to 
the defense program. In the face of 
rising unemployment, consumers were 
inclined to defer the purchase of home 
entertainment products, while de¬ 
liveries of military electronics were 
tailing off sharply as a result of tin- 
low level of procurement orders 
placed by the government during the 
summer and fall months. 

Like the economy as a whole, there 
is evidence that the bottom of the re¬ 
cession was reached in our industry in 
late April or May. and that a recovery 
has been underway since that time. 

Sprague Electric felt some of the 
effects of this general recession and 
it was not until the last quarter of 1958 
that we experienced a modest increase 
in business activity. It is hoped that 
this is an indication that we will ex¬ 
perience a period of steady progress 
for 1959. Although our employment 
level has been somewhat lower than 
normal in recent months. I hope that 
this progress will mean a return to out- 
normal level. 

MILITARY ELECTRONICS 

In the important military electron¬ 
ics field, orders have been rising after 
reaching a low point in the early 
months of the year. This reflects the 
fact that spending by the Department 
of Defense for procurement of major 
defense items reached an annual rate 
of $24 billion in the second quarter, 
nearly triple the low rate in the pre- 
Spulnik third period of 1957. further¬ 
more. orders exceeded spending by 
about $2 billion during the fiscal year 
1958. adding considerably to backlogs 
in defense-related industries. While 
deliveries have also risen modestly 
in recent months, the effects of the 
earlier cutbacks are still being felt 
because of the rather long lag that 
typically occurs between the placing 
of an order and the initiation of regu¬ 
lar production. This is particularly 
true in a period like the present when 
major shifts in emphasis among 
different weapons systems are taking 
place. The most dramatic of these 
shifts, of course, is from manned air¬ 
craft to guided missiles. Informed 
sources estimate that the electronics 
portion of total missile spending will 
be about $1.5 billion in fiscal 1959, 
exceeding expenditures for aircraft 
electronics for the first time. 

Total military electronics shipments 
in 1958 probably came to about $4.1 
billion, compared to $3.9 billion in 
1957. With prospects for an increase 
of at least $1 billion in total defense 
spending in 1959. the outlook ap|>ears 
good for further growth in military 
electronics. I believe our industry 
can look for increasing military bus¬ 
iness over the next several years, but 
must recognize that much of this in¬ 
crease will be in products—whether 
systems, equipment, or parts—which 
are basically new and will require 
extensive specification, tooling, and 
other pre-production work. 

ENTERTAINMENT ELECTRON¬ 
ICS 

In the home entertainment market, 
1958 was a very disappointing year in 
all segments except hi-fi, which has 
been enjoying a boom all its own. 
Retail sales of TV sets have continued 
to run behind 1957 in recent months, 
and the total for the year probably 
did not exceed 5.5 million sets, a 
drop of 16% from the 1957 figure of 
6.6 million. 

No accurate figures are available 
with respect to color TV. and al¬ 
though it is generally believed that

sales to the public may have improved 
in 1958. total color set production of 
around 125.000 sets was probably 
down slightly. Production of auto 
sets dropped to about 3.5 million 
from million. Home radio sales 
probably declined to 8.5 million from 
9.7 million, so that the total radio 
market was only 12.0 against 15.2 
million in 1957. 

The entertainment market in 1959 
is expected to recover considerably 
from these disappointing levels, but I 
believe it is unlikely that this recovery 
will take us back to the levels of three 
or four years ago. There has lately 
been some strengthening in demand 
for appliances generally, and while I 
believe we can look for radio-TV 
sales in 1959 to regain approximately 
the 1957 rate sometime during the 
year, it is too early to say how much 
the 1959 total may improve. 

One of the brightest spots in the 
entertainment field is Ihc hi-fi market, 
both for packaged phonographs and 
separate components. Retail sales of 
hi-fi components increased last year 
to $240 million from $225 million in 
1957. and are expected to reach 
$275-300 million in 1959. 

Another significant trend in radio 
is the continued emphasis on port¬ 
ables. including transistorized port¬ 
ables powered by ordinary flashlight 
batteries. In total, the entertain¬ 
ment market contributed about $1.4 
billion or 18% of our industry vol¬ 
ume last year, and should probably

In addition to the above award, 
this policy resulted in the Company - 
recently receiving an award presented 
by the National Business Aircraft 
Association for amassing a record ol 
1,904,332 accident free plane miles. 

This record, which placed Sprague 
Flight Operations in the top twenty 
corporate flight departments across 
the nation, has been compiled since 
June of 19.')1 when it was organized 
by Robert C. Sprague, Jr., Director 
of Employe and Community Rela¬ 
tions and Flight Operations.

The History of Bowling 

No other game of skill can be traced 
authentically as far back into an¬ 
tiquity as bowling, for implements 
discovered in tombs of the Ancient 
Greeks reveal the fact that a game 
similar to bowling was played over 
7,000 years ago. 

The origin of bowling in Europe 
can be placed in Northern Italy, 
where people living in the Alpine 
regions during the time of Caesar 
played a game similar to the present- 
day Italian bowling game called 
“Boccie”. Different types of bowling 
games were introdueed at various 
times in all sections of Europe. 

The Xinepin game became a fav¬ 
orite pastime with the people of 
Holland . . . the French played a 
game called Carreau . . . Curling, 
an adaptation of the ancient game of 
Bowls, was started in Scotland. 
Skittles was introduced in England 
during the fourteenth century, and 
the first indoor bowling alley was 
opened in London in 1455. 


Although all of these games had 
a part in the development of modern 
bowling, it is very likely that Ninepins 
is the most closely allied game with 
the bowling game we play today. The 
Ninepin game was brought to Amer¬ 
ica in 1823 by the Knickerbockers, 
early Dutch settlers of Manhattan 
Island. 

The development of bowling has 
kept pace with the advancements of 
modern civilization. In its early 
forms, it was a crude recreation played 
with primitive equipment. And, it is 
interesting to know that during the 
earlier years, only the nobility, ed¬ 
ucated and aristocratic persons were 
able to play, because all courts or 
alleys were privately owned. 

Today, bowling is enjoyed by 
millions of people throughout Amer¬ 
ica. Precision equipment, modern 
lanes, and well-organized league play 
have made the game a highly com¬ 
petitive sport, an amusement and a 
recreation for boys, girls, men and 
women of all ages. It’s an acknowl¬ 
edged physique and health builder, 
and is considered to be one of the most 
scientific games played.

COMMERCIAL AND 
INDUSTRIAL ELECTRONICS 

This market which closely ap¬ 
proaches the home entertainment 
market in importance covers a great 
variety of new applications of elec¬ 
tronics in the field of data processing, 
communications, industrial control, 
and more recently nuclear instru¬ 
mentation. Data processing remains 
the largest of these, despite the fact 
that output leveled off late in 1957 as 
part of a general curtailment in 
spending for capital equipment. 

The outlook for 1959 in this field 
is very good, since we can expect a 
resumption of the growth ol data- 
proecssing equipment, and there 
should be a good market for com¬ 
munications equipment on the part 
of the airlines, as well as some general 
recovery in the capital goods sector. 
BRIGHT FUTURE FOR 
TRANSISTORS 

The market for semi-conductors of 
all types continues to grow rapidly 
year by year, with total transistor 
sales in 1958 approximating $100 
million compared to $70 million in 
1957 despite significant reduction in 
prices. In terms of units, transistor 
production may increase as much as 
ten-fold in the next 10 years, from 
about 45 million to more than 500 
million by 1967. 

For the electronic parts producer, 
the mixed trends in the major end- 
product markets made 1958 a diffi¬ 
cult year. With the exception of semi¬ 
conductors. total sales of parts and 
tubes appear to have been slightly 
below 1957. Doubtless the most 
important contributing factor in this 
decline has been the slowness of the 
pickup in military parts requirements, 
reflecting the substantial time lag 
between orders and deliveries in this 
area as well as the heavy emphasis on 
prototype and development work 
that has characterized many of the 
larger systems contracts to date. There 
arc growing signs that the emphasis 
will be shifting gradually in the 
direction of actual weapons produc¬ 
tion as 1959 progresses, and indica¬ 
tions are that by the latter part of the 
coming year sales of parts will be in a 
strong uptrend, which I fully expect 
to continue into I960 and beyond. 
The market for replacement parts 
continued to grow last year, reaching 
a total of about S950 million, and 
should again increase in 1959. 

Although our industry will continue 
to face a variety of challenging prob¬ 
lems during 1959. I look forward to 
the year with confidence that it will 
be a better year for electronics than 
1958. A continuing demand for 
higher reliability in electronic equip¬ 
ment, emphasis on miniaturization, 
and a search for materials, and pack¬ 
aging techniques to permit electronic 
devices to operate under severe 
stresses from temperature, shock and 
vibration, are some of these problems. 

Solution of these problems by our 
industry may result in our enjoying a 
greater growth in the next decade 
than was enjoyed in the last.
